1 . Claims 1 -7, 9-1 8 and 20 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As indicated 
In the previous office action, claims 11-15, 5-10, 18 and 19 contain allowable subject 
matter. Applicant has amended claims 1 , which now includes a previously indicated 
allowable limitation. 

Although the combined prior art of Laliberte (US PG PUB 20050243973) who 
discloses routing and signal set-up as associated with emergency communication, and 
Katz (US Pat 7,019,770) who discloses setting up communication request calls in a 
security environment between police facilities and remote locations, they fail to teach or 
suggest with respect to claim 1 , wherein when a call is placed on hold by a first 
communication device disengaging the law enforcement agency from the third 
communication path, with respect to claim 1 1 , establishing a fourth path from the ATM 
to the law enforcement agency, which the fourth path includes audio sourced by the 
third path device during the call, and with respect to 18, processor is arranged and 
constructed to discontinue sending replicated audio to the law enforcement agency 
when a call is placed on hold by a first device.
